Bayard came to Holy Trinity Church at 
noon to present an American stained church 
window, accompanied by Lord Leigh, Lord 
Lieutenant Warwickshire, and worshipful 
Mayor Smallwood. They had to pass 
through a multitude filling the church, and 
then came a splendid pageant, including the 
leading clergy of the whole country, fol- 
lowed by choristers, cross and banner bear- 
ers, clerks, and so on. 

The vicar of Trinity Church read prayer 
for the Queen, then prayer for President 
Cleveland from -an American. prayer-book. 
Afterward he described the beautiful win- 
dow, a gift from Americans, and said of 
the people who came to Stratford from 
every corner of the world none were so affec- 
tionate toward Shakspeare as Americans.

Bayard then spoke. Englishmen speak so 
clumsily, we speak so easily, that it is not 
dificult for Americans to achieve a large 
reputation here. Bayard, as he had shone 
at home, naturally blazed here like electric 
light. This cccasion, he said, was one re- 
sult of trouble between American and En- 
glish one hundred and twenty years ago. 
King George imposed cruel, excessive, and 
unusual punishments—exactly what the- 
bassador was now doing, making tw» 
speeches one afternoon. He said that he, as 
a republican citizen, yet acknowledged him 
self subject to King William Shakspeare. 

He said he considered Shakspeare one of 
the best Americans that ever lived. He rec- 
ollected racing men sometimes describe a 
close race by saying “ a handkerchief could 
cover both horses.“ In case of the great 
English race he preferred saying one table- 
cloth could cover both contestants. A table- 
cloth and all it implies was the best covering 
for disputes where Shakspeare is concerned. 

There's no disagreement.’ Then he ex- 
claimed: There's no boundary line in it.“ 

Mayor Smallwood said he wondered if 
Bayard knew what distinguished company 
he got into—not merely Lords and ladies, 
but members of Parliament, yeomen of the 
leading country families, all talking of the 


greatness of Americans. He paid many de- 


served compliments, and then added:. And 
we ought to thank them, too, for taking 
good care of the millions of Irishmen whom 
we could not manage.” 

Mayor Smaliwood, who is an unconscious 
humorist, said the funniest things when he 
had the least intention to arouse laughter. 

After luncheon Consul Parker, at the 
Memorial Theater, presented a portrait of 
Booth, founder of che Players’ club, and 
Bayard spoke again, sweetly saying the 
great American actor interpreted Shaks- 
peare like a good democrat. Bayard 
walked to the Town Hall Theater, mixing 
with the crowds, who on tiptoe scanned 
every carriage to see his face. In the even- 
ing people crowded the theater to see 
Richard II.,“ in which F. R. Benson, the 
famous Oxford athlete, brought a flood of 
recollection home to every American by a 
style of acting closely like that of the im- 
mortal Count Johannes. 

The Daily Telegraph, in an article ap- 
propriate to the day, the festival of St. 
George, expresses the hope that President 
Cleveland will put a red rose in the lapel 
of his coat for the sake of Shakspeare and 
St. George. In giving both nations the 
matchless possession of his genius, the pa- 
per says, Shakspeare surely intended that 
no serious and lasting quarrel should ever 
divide the two kindred people, bound so in- 
dissolubly together.

Boyer then seized his bell cord, and be- 
tween the excited clang and his yells of 
warning the unmanagable train swept the 
length of Van Buren street. 

The conductor quickly realized that some- 
thing must be done, and at Dearborn and 
Van Buren streets he jumped off and made 
frantic haste for the nearest telephone. 
He secured connection with the power- 
house, and ordered the cable stopped in- 
stantly. 

In the meantime the train had pursued its 
course down Dearborn street. When Grip- 
man Boyer turned the corner he saw to 
his horror a Polk street horse car only & 
few yards ahead. 


Race with a Horse Car. 


Boyer began shouting and yelling and his 
cries were taken up by pedestrians, who 
conveyed the warning to the driver of the 
horse car. 

Then ensued an exciting race between the 
horse car and the cable train. 

Driver Frank Welilandt of the horse car 
had a double series of responsibility, for he 
must not only reach Adams street before the 
cable train but having gotten off the cable 
track the switch must be thrown in time or 
the grip car would be wrecked. 

There was hardly a half minute in which 
to do the whole thing. Conductor Wekelin 
of the horse car ran ahead and threw the 
switch. Driver Weilandt lashed his horses 
fiercely and the car wildly jolted over the 
ralls. 

Crashes Into It. 


But not soon enough. Five hundred peo- 
ple in the vicinity screamed with excitement 
as the cable train swung around the curve 
and crashed into the rear of the depot car. 
The rear platform was splintered in a hun- 
dred pieces, and the wild struggles of the 
frightened team added to the danger and 
confusion. 

Policeman Farrell, who is stationed on the 
corner, seized the maddened horses and at- 
tempted to quiet them. They knocked him 
down and would have trampled him to death 
had not the conductor of the car dragged 
him from under their feet. His left leg and 
arm were badly bruised. He was removed 
to his home, No. 727 Grant avenue. 

The cable train continued on down Adams 
street, but as it approached Clark strcet 
the rope began to slacken, and shortly 
the entire loop came to a standstill. 

The repair wagon was summoned and the 
grip released in a few minutes.

Visits a Sewven-Cent Lodging-House 
and is Prodded with Pins.

Brigadier Brown agreed to take the com- 
mander around, and advised that they dis- 
guise themselves so as not to attract at- 
tention. It was their intention to spend 
the night in the cheap lodging-houses in the 
Bowery in the vicinity of Chatham Square. 
The two Salvationists repaired to a seven- 
cent lodging-house and called for a bed. 
Desiring to watch the actions of the dosen 
or more hoboes and outcasts who sat smok- 
ing in the dimly lighted room they were 
slow in going to bed. It is to be surmised 
they made considerable noise. Finally 
when they lay down on adjacent bunks they 
continued talking to each other. 
Commander Booth-Tucker did not sleep, 
but pretended to. About 3:30 he heard an 
occupant of a bunk nearby ask for a pin 
to prod him with. The commander was 
snoring to avoid the attack if possible. The 
ruse did not work. however, and Mr. Booth- 
Tucker received a jab which brought him to 
a sitting posture. He lay down again, only 
to receive another more. vigorous than the 


first. 
He jumped to his feet and knocked his as- 


sailant to the floor. Then he turned on the 
second. There was a lively tussie and the 
second also went down. Then the first 

rose and offered a half apology, while the 
Salvation Army leader made haste to leave 


the place.

Battleship Massachusetts Is Given a 
Preliminary Trial Trip. 

New Tork, April 23.—[Special.|—The bat- 
tleship Massachusetts was given its pre- 
liminary trial today and it equaled the 
record. of its sister ship, the Indiana.

Cleveland, O., April 23.— [Special. Women 
will not be admitted as lay delegates to the 
big Methodist Episcopal General Conference 
which meets here next month. Word was 
received here today that the North Dakota 
conference had voted against the admission 
of women. This conference was the last gne 
to vote on the question and as a result the 
proposition has met with defeat. 

The total vote is shown to be 7,515 for the 
admission and 2,520 against it. This result 
indicates that just elghteen votes are lack- 
ing for the required three-fourths majority. 
The total vote in the various conferences on 
the question is 10,044. 

Four women have been elected already as 
lay delegates to the conference and they will 
apply for admission to the conference. The 
voting indicates that there is a large major- 
ity in favor of the admission of women. The 
opinion has been expressed that the three- 
fourths rule will be waived and that the 
women will be admitted if a majority of the 
delegates favor such a project.

It has been 
predicted freely that when the Premier 
should have expended all his artifi¢ces in 


‘keeping his Ministers in office and should 
‘go to the wall, a revision of the Constitution 


would be necessary immediately to prevent 
a repetition of these trials of strength be- 
tween the government and the Senate 
which at every recurrence must threaten 
the stability of the republic. 

It appears from the cable reports that 
Bourgeois desired to submit a bill provid- 
ing for constitutional revision at the meet- 
ing of the Chamber of Deputies yesterday, 
but President Faure declined to counter- 
sign the bill, and the subject will be de- 
ferred to a later session and under a new 
Cabinet. In this connection it is reported 
also that the Radical party, in view of this 
refusal by President Faure, has decided to 
introduce a motion denying the Senate the 


right to be the sole interpreter of the Con- 


stitution. This is the point that must be 
straightened out before France can be free 
from the fear of revolution. Until Bour- 
geois assumed the Premiership every pre- 
ceding Cabinet had bowed to the will of the 
Senate. Bourgeois denied ‘the right of the 
Senate to expel him from office as long as he 
had the confidence of the Deputies. He 
took the stand at a time when insistence by 
the Senate on the long-standing custom 
might have provoked civil war. The Sen- 
ate prevented this disaster by acquiescing 
in the revolutionary act, but under protest. 
The example set by Bourgeois is a dan- 
gerous precedent. The next time it might 
be repeated under similar conditions the 
then existing Senate might not be so con- 
siderate of the public wéal. The only per- 
manent safety that can be hoped for de- 
pends on a final settlement of this question 
by constitutional revision. 


MR. BAYARD’s “TRIUMPHANT MARCH.” 
Mr. Bayard of Delaware, having espoused 


the cause of England, is trotting around 


among the other followers of Lord Salis- 
bury to see how they like it. So keen an 
observer as Julian Ralph says it is like a 
* triumphant march; so it is evident Mr. 
Bayard's esteem for himself is being 
_ abundantly stuffed, If the experiences at 


Birmingham. are a fair sample of the treat- 


ment he is being accorded he has reason to 
congratulate himself that he has been al- 


lowed to masquerade so long in the Stars 


and Stripes. In the combined réle of Am- 
bassador of the United States and syco- 
phant extraordinary to Great Britain he 
has had an exceptional opportunity to feast 
to the full on the adulation of the English 


- peogie, and no man more than he has de- 


served their most lavish attentions. The 
Mayor of Birmingham was most profuse in 


‘his praise, but appears not to have appre- 


ciated the fact that in his own country Mr. 
Bayard is discredited. He has not been re- 
called, it is true, but that is a discrepancy 
which the patriotic people here confidently 
expect Congress and the President will soon 
correct. When Mr. Bayard accepts per- 
sonal honors in the name of the United 
States he is formally within his rights, but 
morally is acting under false pretenses. 
The spirit of his present service is un-Amer- 
jean and it has come to be understood that 
when he declares, as he did at Birmingham, 
that “the people of the two countries are 
one in interest he means that England is 
the one.“ 9 


SOUND MONEY REPUBLICAN PLATFORMS. 

On Wednesday of this week the Republic- 
ans of Maryland, Tennessee, and Connecti- 
cut held their State conventions and adopt- 
ed platforms in which they set forth unam- 
biguously their views regarding the cur- 
rency question. 

The Tennessee Republicans had this to 
guy: 

We are unalterably opposed to any scheme that 
will give to this country a depreciated and de- 
based currency. We favor the use of silver as cur- 
rency, but to the extent only that its parity with 
gold will be maintained, and in consequence are 
opposed to a free and unlimited and independent 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. We believe 
that every American dollar should be an honest 
100-cent dollar, always and everywhere. 

This was an unanimous expression of the 
convention's opinion. There was not a man 
in the convention who was in favor of un- 
limited, 16 to 1, 50-cent silver dollar coin- 
age. They all clearly saw the harm it 
would cause all over the land. 

The Maryland Republicans said with 


equal unanimity: 

We believe in the gold standard upon which to 
base our circulating medium, and are opposed ‘to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver until an 


international agreement of the important com: | 


mercial countries of the world shall give silver a 
greatly larger use. 

The Connecticut Republicans, after stat- 
ing ‘that they are in favor of protection and 
reciprocity, went on to a:: 

We are unalterably opposed to the issue of unse- 
cured paper currency, either by the government 
or the banks; the free coinage of silver at any 
ratio, and favor a single standard of value, and 
that standard gold. We believe that this policy, 
with a sound and stable currency upon a gold 
basis, will furnish sufficient revenue to meet all

port it.

‘whereat the fat of the conference is in the 
fire. 


It is astonishing that these arbitration ad- 
vocates, who are supposed to be men of su- 
perior ability, cannot see that it is useless 
to talk about arbitrating a contested point 
with Great Britain or any other nation 
until we stand on an equal footing with 
them in fighting strength and defensive 


‘ability. As long as our ocean coasts and 


our lake frontier are suffered to remain un- 
protected, and as long as we are unable to 
defend ourselves against attack, we shall 
be at a frightful disadvantage, whether we 
are in a contest ourselves or whether we 
would interfere in behalf of. any of the 
Western republics who are in a similar con- 
dition, As we stand now England can do 
as she pleases and treat all our overtures 
with contempt and disrespect. She can im- 


pose her own terms, lay down her ultima- 
tum to us, and if we do not accept that ulti- 
‘matum can shell, burn, and destroy our 
‘seacoast cities. And what could we do 


about it? The destruction of these sea- 


ports would involve the destruction of the 


navy also, as in such case our vessels 
would have no place to go for coal and sup- 
plies. 

This conference is engaged in a suicidal 
business when it attempts to tie up this 


country in arbitration schemes with the ex- 


pectation of avoiding the expense of pro- 
tecting our seaboards. It is pusillanimous 
as well as suicidal. What right have we to 
make such a one-sided bargain with 
stronger nations until we are on terms of 
equality with them? In case of arbitration 
in our present condition we should stand to- 
wards England exactly as China stood to- 
wards Japan, and the fate of China would 
be ours as soon as the first serious struggle 
arose.

we are defenseless, and it is idle, useless, 


shameful, and unmanly to potter over it 
longer. The conference had better break 
up and adjourn until our coasts are do- 
fended. Then it can meet and talk arbitra- 
tion to some purpose. We shall never be 
able to arbitrate a contention and not be 
imposed upon until we stand upon equal 
terms with the other party. to the quarrel. 
Then we can stand on our rights and 
maintain them, 


MAYOR SWIFT AND THE POLICE 
PARTMENT. 

on Wednesday Tun Trisune printed the 
figures showing that Mayor Swift had 
saved on the Department of Public Works 
for a year nearly $700,000 as compared 
with Hopkins’ administration of the pre- 
ceding twelve months. 

¥esterday it published a detailed state- 
ment showing that the expenses of the 
Police Department for the year Mayor 
Swift and Chief Badenoch have been in 
office. are $365,000 less than for the pre- 
ceding Hopkins year, or a thousand dollars 
a day. There was a reduction of $319,000 
of money paid on salary account and of 
$46,000 in miscellaneous and building ex- 
penses. 

Here is a saving of over a million dollars 
in two departments as compared with the 
Democratic régime of Hopkins; but Mayor 
Swift will not be given any credit therefor 
by Democratic organs or speakers. Either 
they will ignore the subject utterly or they 
will pretend the figures are incorrect and 
the savings nominal. They cannot give 
credit to a political opponent, no matter 
how great his nierits may be. Such is the 
jaundiced character of their partisanship. 

It is a fact, however, that the Police De- 
partment has been run for $365,000 less 
than for the last Hopkins year, and has 
done far better work. Expenses have been 
reduced a thousand dollars a day and the 
efficiency of the 3 has not been 
impaired. 


The police force does more and better 


work under Badenoch than under his prede- 
cessor, That is partly due to the fact that 
he is a better disciplinarian, but it is chiefly 
owing to the elimination of demoralizing 
partisan politics from police adminis- 


tration and the faithful observance of the 


ei vil service law by the chief of the force. 

The police have. not been used under 
Swift as under Hopkins and other Mayors 
to help candidates to run the primaries and 
control the polls, The men have been given 
to understand that political influence can- 
not screen them or protect them against 
punishment or discharge when they fail 
to perform their duties as peace officers.

In this feeling they are 
encouraged by a large majority of their 
constituencies, and it is highly probable this 
sentiment will grow eto such an extent that 
the government party will be unable to 
muster a commanding force in the new 
Parliament. The dictates of party fealty 
are strong in Canada, and they will be ap- 
pealed to with unusual intensity, but the 
general repugnance to the bill is so great 
that party considerations will not be able 
to overcome it without a desperate struggle 
and more convincing argument than now 
seems available. The popular course that 
will be advocated by the Liberals is to 
leave the disposition of the question to 
Manitoba itself and trust to a more equita- 
ble decision in that way. 


CHEATING NEVER THRIVES. 

Some of the Democratic leaders have 
thought out a plan which they think may 
enable the party to elect the next President 
in spite of the fact that it is rent in twain 
by the currency question. 

Their scheme is for whichever faction 

turns out to be in the majority at Chicago 
to adopt a platform which expresses un- 
compromisingly its views, and to nominate 
a candidate who is in perfect accord with 
that platform. Then the minority— 
whether honest money or rotten money— 
will bolt, and claiming to be the simon pure 
Democracy will adopt a radical platform 
and nominate a radical candidate. Thenin 
States like New York and New Jersey only 
the Eleetoral ticket of the honest money 
nominee will be put in the field and voted 
for; In the infected States the contrary 
policy will be pursued. In States which the 
Republicans are sure to carry there may 
be one or two Electoral tickets put up, as 
seems convenient. 
„The assumption is that the honest money 
Democrat will carry some Northern States 
and the rotten money Democrat some South- 
ern and Western ones. Then if the two fac- 
tions secure a majority of the Electors the 
leaders will meet and settle for whom they 
shall vote—for the free silver or honest 
money nominee, or for some third man 
standing on middle ground. 

The fatal defect in this plan is that to 
earry it out somebody must be cheated, and 
nobody wants to run the risk of being that 
“somebody.” The honest money Demo- 
erats of New York will not vote for Cleve- 
land Blectors—should he be the nominee— 
when they do not know but what those 
Electors, if chosen, will vote for some rotten 
money man who can command more votes 
in the Electoral College than Mr. Cleve- 
land. The free silver men might accept this 
plan, for they have nothing to lose by it, 
but the sound money Democrats never 
would.

CHINESE STORE MUDDLE is ENDED. 


Judge Orders the Sheriff to Release the 
Property. 

A jury in the County Court decided yes- 
terday that the stock in the Chinese store 
at No, 323 South Clark street does not belong 
to Hip Lung, and that as a matter of fact 
there is no such individual ds Hip Lung.

The petition- 
ers declared that the store was not owned 
by Hip Lung, alias Moy Chue, as he was 
named in the execution, but was the property 
of the petitioners, who are a sort of stock 
company. 

The jury returned a verdict for the peti- 
tioners and the court entered an order upon 
the Sheriff to release the goods which had 
been seized.

SPURIOUS BITTERS ON THE MARKET, 


Patent Drug Company Causes the Ar- 
at of Several Persons. 

I. and L. Rosenweig of the firm of Rosen- 
weig Bros., wholesale liquor merchants, No. 
124 East Van Buren street, were arrested 
yesterday on complaint of F. M. Chariton 
charged with counterfeiting the trade mark 
of a bitters company and selling a spurious 
article of bitters. They gave bail in $300 
each before Justice Foster, and the hearing 
of the case was set for Monday at 9 o'clock. 

Warrants are also out for L. Sonnenschein,

Mr. Chariton says the counterfeit bitters 
was sold at a case, while the genuine 
brought $14. The greatest secrecy was em- 
ployed disposing of the article, it is 
claimed,’ and only those well known to the 
parties dealing in it were permitted to pur- 
chase it. It is said there were several other 
parties engaged in handling the counterfeit 
article, but it was impossible to secure suf- 
ficient evidence to warrant making arrests. 

It is also said there are large quantities of 
counterfeit liquor goods sold in Chicago as 
well as certain sauces. 

Rosenweig Bros. claimed the goods were 
part of a stock purchased six weeks ago, 
and they had no knowledge of the character

MISS STARR CALLS THEM HEROES, 


Makes a Plea for the Garment-Work- 
ers and the Hungry. 

Miss Ellen G. Starr of Hull House makes 
a plea for the garment workers and their 
cause in these words: 

“The strike of the garment workers is 
virtually over, but their sufferings are far 
from being ended. Having perhaps seen 
more of these brave men during the last 
four weeks than any, one outside their ranks 
I ask to bear my witness before the public 
to the one encouraging thing in this awful 
struggle, outside the growing public inter- 
est and intelligence—the really sublime hero- 
ism, patience, and self - control of the men. 

“Tt was apprehended even by some of 
the most sincere friends of the strike when 
the work of relief began that there would 
be much trouble from selfish greed—that 
many would take advantage of the situation 
to demand money personally from members 
of the Citizens’ committee, and that the 
various local unions might complain of the 
proportion of the distribution. 80 far is this 
from having been the case that with a sin- 
gle exception no application has ever been 
made except throu the regular channels 
of the local unions; the less suffering locals 
have voluntarily given up part of their due 
gs te to the others. 

The public subscription of the Citizens’ 
committee and other efforts to raise money 
for the relief of the garment workers ceased 
with the end of thestrike. As cases of want 
constantly come to my notice and 
will continue to do so 1 shall gladly 
continue to receive and dispense to the 
best of my judgment any sums which may 
be sent me.

The 
terms under which the Anderson people are 
operating provide that the city will furnish 
them the garbage and pay them 65 cents for 
every ton consumed during a period of nine- 
ty days. At the end of that time the city 
can either make a contract with them, buy 
their plant and patent, or refuse to have 
anything whatever to do with it. 

Su Rhode is furnishing the garbage, 
and up to the end of last week the concern 
had dispesed of 2,028 tons. Mr. Rhode said 
yesterday he thought the furnace was doing 
good work. But by reason of the fact that 
he insists upon giving it the garbage gath- 
ered in South Water street the test thus far 
has not been conducted without a goqd deal 
of friction. 

‘South Water street garbage is probably 
about the worst for crematory purposes 
that could be found in Chicago. It is filled 
with fish, meat, decayed vegetables 
fruit, and therefore is always wet.

This newly discovered copy of the gospels 


is a marvel of exquisite workmanship and 


assert that its manufacture must have occu- 
pied at léast a quarter of a century of pains- 


taking labor. Its pages are made of the thin- 


nest of vellum. 

It is a quarto volume and there are twe 
written page. The pages 
are dyed an exquisite royal purple, which is 
delicate but brilliant. 3 

It. ie in the writing. however, that this 
precious volume is unique. The letters are 
written in gold and silver. 

Every one of the proper names, including 
those of saints and holy places, is written 
altogether in gold. The abbreviations, of 
which there are many in the book, are like- 
wise written in gold. 

The rest of the text is altogether of silver. 
The precious metals used in this lettering 
aré as bright and untarnished today as 
when. the original writing was done a few 
hundred years after the death of our Savior 
by some devout monk who was an artist in 
his line. 

This volume was evidently made to with- 
stand the effects of time by one who well 


knew the best materials to use. The yel- 


lum of which the leaves are made was care- 
fully chosen sheet by sheet. 

The binding was done with the strongest of 
thongs. The covers are heavy and solid. 
The whole was well calculated to keep out 
dampness and to resist the attacks of moths, 
book-worms, or other insects. 

The author, working on his labor of love 
in some lone monastery, and spending per- 
haps a lifetime to the production of this ex- 


| qguisite manuscript, so well performed his 


task that his writings have come down to 
this nineteenth century clearer, more legi- 
ble, and better preserved than any docu- 
ment in existence written within 600 years 


| of the same time. Hidden away in the musty 


recesses of an ancient convent, it has now 
turned up to excite the wonder of antiquari- 
ans and pique the curiosity of biblical schoi- 


ars. 

The latter are looking forward to its trans- 
lation with eagerness. Translating the an- 
oane manuscript will be a long and laborious 
wor 

‘The old “book is still in Asia Minor, and 
the news of its discovery in this splendid 
condition only reached Constantinople a few 
weeks ago. It was stated at the same time 
that the hg — manuscript had been se- 
cured by the Russian Government. 

It will, it is expected, be placed in the great 
Russian national museum alongside the 
eelebrated Codex Sinaiticus. The latter 
contains parts of the Old and New Testa- 
aon and was published by the Czar, who 
1 it from the antiquarian Tischen- 

rf, 

It is a significant fact that Tischendorf 
discovered the Codex Sinaiticus in the iden- 
| tical convent in which this new and richer 
gospel manuscript has just been found. 
That is the celebrated Convent of St. Cather- 
| ine, on the summit of Mount Sinai. 

This old convent, which is 1,400 years old, 
stands close to the scene of the miracle of 
the burning bush, and is a veritable mine of 
| biblical manuscripts. There, but three 
years. ago, two women from Cambridge, 
England, discovered by accident an ancient 
scroll which, upon translation, turned out 
to be a story of the gospels in Syriac, and 
thought to have been written soon after the 
death of the last of the apostles. 

These tourists had taken some photographs 
of the ancient writing, which was unintelli- 
gible to them. Returning to England, the 
pictures fell into the hands of an Oriental 
scholar, who at once recognized the ancient 
Syriac, in which he deciphered many of the 
names of the apostles. 

A second expedition to Mount Sinai was 
thereupon organized; when the whole man- 
uscript was photographed. The monks of 
the convent of St. Catherine refused to let 
the old writing leave their possession. 

Biblical scholars throughout the world 
learned with amazement that this secluded 
monastery which, in 1859, had made the 
surprising. revelations discovered by Tisch- 
endorf, contained a store of ancient docu- 
ments that had never been deciphered, 

Prof. Bepsley and Rendell Harris of Cam- 
bridge told how its vaults were stored with 
scrolis, parchments, and papyri that had 
not apparently been disturbed for 1,000 years. 
They learned from the monks how the mon- 
astery, the strongest fortified holy building 


sacred papers threatened by popular dis- 
turbances early in the Christian era. 

J These manuscripts had been left in the 
vaults and secret cells of the monastery and 
never called for. Scientific men and anti- 
quarians were at once aroused by the discov- 
ery of the Syriac manuscript there three 
years ago. Expeditions were organized to 
go to Mount Sinai and make a thorough in- 
ventory of all the literary treasures of the 
building. 

It was of these expeditions that un- 
earthed t gospel manuscript whose dis- 
covery has just been announced. The con- 
vent is managed by monks of the Greek 


has authority. and in this way the manu- 
script fell into the hands of the agents of the 
Czar, although it is announced that Euro- 
pean and American universities endeavored 
to procure it.
